Year after year, Rochester Memorial School students have 
delighted their audiences with their annual Shakespeare 
productions.

On Tuesday, April 25, the stage was set for a dress 
rehearsal as students transformed themselves into their 
characters before the attentive eyes of their director Danni 
Kleiman. Kleiman has directed the annual RMS Shakespeare 
play for 31 years, and, sadly for us but perhaps a little more 
fortunate for her, Kleiman will retire as a teacher from RMS 
and pass the theatrical torch to someone else, who has yet to 
be determined. 

"It's a lot of hard work, and it's a lot of fun, and it's well 
worth it. I have enjoyed it," said Kleiman. "I think theater is 
magical for a lot of kids." 

The play, a comedy, rallies around the marriage of 
Theseus, Duke of Athens, and Hippolyta, who was once 
the queen of the Amazons. It's got a little of everything 
Shakespearian - comedy, tragedy, love, unrequited love, 
forbidden love, beautiful fairies, mischievous elves, and, of 
course, magic. 

"I started with this play, and I wanted to end with it," 
said Kleiman. 

RMS's production of A Midsummer Night's Dream is 
Friday, May 5, at 7:00 pm in the Rochester Memorial School 
cafetorium. 

The play stars Jacob Maxwell as Theseus, Brooke Seim 
as Hippolyta, Josephine Eleniefsky as Hermia, Jaffrey Radek 
as Lysander, Aidan Silk as Demetrius, Jessica Beaulieu as 
Helena, and Storm Lanzoni as Puck.

'Survival' Thrives 45 years in the Wilderness

The Survival program at Old Rochester Regional Junior 
High School has been a vital component of the seventh grade 

experience for almost 
50 years. 

The weeklong 
camping trip 
in Northfield, 

Massachusetts 
provides the 
opportunity to make 
lifelong memories, 
learn outdoor 
skills, and develop 
character that carries 
forward into life 
beyond ORR.

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program during their years at ORRJHS now look forward to 
sending their own children, and grandchildren, into the wild. 
The mantle has been handed down from the founders in 1973 
to the current program leaders, and while each iteration adds 
some of their own ideas to the program, the core purpose 
and fundamental approach remains the same - get as many 
kids as possible into the woods on a "shared road to a 
stronger self" as the motto of the program states. 

No individual who is or was involved in the program 
remains unchanged by their experience. The trip creates 
lifelong friendships, strong mentorship relationships, and in 
some cases may change a person's life forever in ways totally 
unexpected. 

This year, the seventh grade will brave the elements in 
Northfield from June 11 to 17. 

Two ORRJHS science teachers, Carleton Vaughn and Jim 
Hubbard, inspired by Euell Gibbons, the author of Stalking 
the Wild Asparagus , and stories from former students about 
the Outward Bound program, started the Survival program 
in 1973 as a way to augment the existing science curriculum 
and bring the classroom outdoors. They began with the 
intent of teaching mostly local flora, particularly locally 
available edible plants. Originally, as Jim Hubbard puts it, 
the idea was for the students to "live strictly off the land 
. . . collecting cat o' nine tails tubers, sassafras and, we were 
lucky enough to have wild strawberries." 

At the start, the program was run in Rochester for 
four nights. After a couple of successful years, but with 
unfortunate interference from other local kids riding dirt

bikes to interrupt the camping trip, a local Mattapoisett 
family, the Fields, offered some land in Northfield for the 
program to use. There, the program blossomed with the 
support and enthusiasm of folks from Tri-Town as well as 
supporters in Northfield. 

The number of participants has fluctuated throughout 
the years, averaging 100 students at a time. The participants 
are broken into two groups, each staying in basecamp while 
the other is sent out on a three-day hiking expedition. 

The students spend the spring at school preparing for 
this experience, learning about building emergency shelters, 
orienteering, wild plants, and other survival and outdoor 
skills. 

No matter the year in which an alumnus of the program 
participated, the stories are the same - the week in the 
woods in Northfield challenged their own assumptions 
about themselves and their abilities, both physically and 
mentally. 

Marcia Reed Anuszczyk credits her trip on Survival 
in 1979 with changing her life. Anuszczyk describes her 
seventh grade self as not being a great student, being small 
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in stature, not great at team sports, and feeling less worthy 
than many of her classmates. 

Anuszczyk says, however, that once she was out in the 
woods, "I found a power in my life that I'd never known I 
had." She watched as other students struggled with elements 
of the trip that she found herself enjoying, and being in the 
woods revealed something she had not previously known 
about herself. "I tapped into something I never knew was 
there," said Anuszczyk. "I had the power to keep up, carry 
my backpack, I could do this!" 

This newfound belief in herself crystalized when 
Anuszczyk discovered that one of the faculty who was 
chaperoning, Jeff Rodman - an ORRJHS math teacher - was 
taking a group of boys to run with him seven miles back to 
basecamp. Anuszczyk asked to join in, and she succeeded in 
running the entire distance. 

This experience at Survival compelled Anuszczyk, with 
two other girls, to start the ORR girls' cross-country team in 
1982, and to run track for ORR from 1981 through 1985. 

Anuszczyk ultimately chaperoned Survival for 16 years. 
This dedication is common among Survival alumni, often 
starting immediately in eighth grade and continuing through 
college and beyond as community member chaperones. 
Community dedication to the program is key to its success 
and longevity 

Susan Wheeler, the current co-director of Survival since 
2005 with Melanie Lean, described the years before her when 
Rory McFee, who succeeded Hubbard and Vaughn, ran the 
program. McFee mentored her in the program, and Wheeler 
says that McFee modernized the program in some respects, 
"making it a bit kinder and gentler, less of a boot camp 
experience," as she put it. But McFee kept the fundamentals 
the same. 

Survival is a huge endeavor, which requires vast 
numbers of dedicated volunteers. Wheeler noted that it is a 
well-oiled if not giant machine, with returning volunteers 
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that are veterans for decades in the program. Bulwarks of 
the program include Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee and 
Mattapoisett Sergeant Robert Dumas who help organize the 
logistics of providing food and water, or expeditions led by 
among others veteran Kevin "KT" Thompson who create 
and maintain the fire and the safety of the participants, 
among other important tasks. 

Judy DeMailly has been volunteering for the program 
since 1978 when, as a mother of a participating student, she 
noticed a need for medical personnel; being an EMT, she 
decided to volunteer. She has participated every year since 
and has enlisted her son Russell, who is a pediatric nurse, to 
go as well. 

The budget supplied by the town offsets some of

the food costs, but the lion's share of the cost is borne 
by community support of money and in-kind donations 
solicited by the volunteers. This support is crucial to the 
future of Survival. 

Wheeler sees considerable growth in the kids who 
experience the program. "It's an opportunity for a hobby or 
interest to be revealed." She described one former student 
who wasn't especially comfortable in the woods and was not 
having the greatest time at Survival. However, when it came 
time to discuss the historical context of Northfield, his face lit 
up and he found his voice, describing all that he knew as a 
history buff of the history of the area. 

Hubbard noted that initially he and Vaughn sought out 
students with discipline issues in school, saying, "It was 
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good to get these kids into the woods where they got outside 
of themselves and weren't the center of attention and could 
experience something beyond themselves." 

Wheeler says there are now more students who would 
like to participate than they can accommodate. For students 
who cannot attend Survival, the school provides a program 
called S.C.O.P.E. - Student Centered Opportunity for 
Personal Enrichment - run by ORRJHS science teacher 
Kathryn Gauvin. This program provides an opportunity for 
students to be outdoors and be similarly challenged through 
local field trips and cross-curricular activities. 

Maggie Brogioli will be heading into the woods this June, 
following in the footsteps of her two older brothers Luke and 
Matthew. She is looking forward to the experience, especially, 
she says, "Meeting and hanging out with different people 
than who I am usually with in school." 

One of the benefits of the program is that students who 
wouldn't otherwise see each other at school are put into 
groups and situations where they interact and get to know 
each other. 

Students are not allowed to bring any technology like 
cameras, watches, and of course phones or similar devices. 

Sophomore Matthew Brogioli said, "It felt good to get 
away from (technology) and not be so dependent on it. It was 
so different not to be able to just call your parents." 

Freshman Luke Brogioli liked being with the friends 
he knew, "But you had this responsibility to take care of 
yourself." Their father Mark Brogioli said he thought it 
was a good experience for parents, too. There is no contact

said, "Some parents are in tears. We are so connected by cell 
phones and text; it's as important for the parents to let the 
kids go as it is for the kids to go." Stella Brogioli expressed 
many parent's perspective when she said "It's exciting to see 
them go, and it's exciting to see them come back!" 

This year, program founder Jim Hubbard's grandson 
Connor Hubbard will be participating in Survival, the third 
generation to head into the woods. Remarkably, young 
Hubbard will be sharing in an experience very little changed 
from the one his grandfather envisioned almost 50 years ago. 
That is a legacy of which not only Hubbard but also ORRJHS 
should be proud. 


The Year Of The Turtle

Nowadays, the joy one feels when seeing a wild animal 
is tempered by the irrefutable fact that nearly all are under 
threat. Whether it's human activity or chemical use, excessive 
hunting or attack by invasive species, wild animals are being 
pressured on all fronts. Yet we humans are not all bad - enter 
Marla Isaac. 

On April 29, the Mattapoisett Land Trust wrapped up its 
day of annual meeting celebrations with a presentation by 
Isaac on the Eastern box turtle. 

Isaac, a founder of the New England Reptile and Raptor 
Center and Exhibits, and well-known local reptile and raptor 
expert with over 30 years of experience, spoke passionately 
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about her hard-shelled friends. 

Calling it "the year of the turtle," Isaac said that in 
previous generations the Eastern box turtle was a common 
sight in backyards and even in kitchens being kept as pets 
"...eating your cat's food," she added. 

So plentiful were the turtles that a profitable pet trade 
industry exported tens of thousands of the land turtles. She 
also explained that non-native turtles have been imported 
primarily from Asian countries. Once released into the wild, 
these interlopers become a threat to native turtle species. 

In spite of media coverage over the past decade 
regarding wild animal depletions, recently a man in New 
Bedford was arrested for hunting and killing Eastern box 
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turtles in order to make 'turkey call' devices, Isaac said. 
Although charged and found guilty of a federal crime, the 
perpetrator only received a $2,000 fine, she said with disgust. 
She also said that enforcement is difficult with so few officers 
in the field, and she asked everyone in attendance to report 
suspicious activity they may come across. 

Of the Eastern box turtles, Isaac shared all she knew 
as little children eagerly awaited the moment they could 
actually touch a one. 

Isaac said roads present a real danger to this breed. 

"Box turtles are land animals," she explained. "They can 
drown in water." 

Often seen attempting to cross local roadways, she said 
that if you assist a turtle crossing a road, "Make sure you 
point it in the direction it was headed." Isaac said the turtle 
most likely was going to its nest and would make every 
effort to get there. "It will only try again," she chuckled, and 
then added, "Never relocate a turtle you've found. They will 
only try to return home." 

The Eastern box turtle's range is vast, covering southern 
Maine to northern Florida and west to Michigan. Of the 
ten turtle species that are native to New England, nearly 
all are either classified as "threatened" or "endangered," 
according to the Massachusetts Audubon Society. Isaac said 
the box turtle is a "species of concern." This classification 
is an informal one meaning that the turtles need proactive 
protection, but that presently insufficient information has 
been collected to determine the level of endangerment. 

For these hinged-shell critters, - the hinge, by the way, 
allows the box turtles to retract their heads and legs - Isaac 
hopes to establish a breeding program. She also advocates 
for turtle tunnels and berms along roadways as human 
measures that may help turtles maintain their ranges while 
staying out of harm's way.

Town Lifts Water Use Restriction

The Town of Mattapoisett has been under a mandatory 
outdoor water use restriction since September 16, 2016 
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due to drought conditions. However, the Water and 
Sewer Commissioners have now announced that the ban 
on nonessential outdoor water use has been lifted as of 
Thursday, April 27. 

Water levels of local underground aquifers and surface 
water resources that have been low for months, say the 
commissioners, have finally been replenished after above 
normal precipitation levels in the region. 

In an announcement on Thursday signed by Water and 
Sewer Commissioners Daniel Chase and Dana Barrows, the 
commissioners wrote: "Outside lawn and plant irrigation 
systems and other occasional outside use of water is now 
again permitted." The commissioners ask residents, however, 
". . .to continue to use our water resource in a responsible and 
sustainable manner to conserve this important resource."

This Is Your Brain On Opiates

In a world saturated with drugs of every sort. Dr. Ruth 
Potee has a message for teens and their parents: "Don't 
drink, smoke cigarettes, or take drugs until the brain is fully 
developed." 

While that isn't the whole story, Potee' s no nonsense 
straight talk on the subject made it very clear - abstinence, 
or at the very least, delaying use of intoxicants should be the 
goal for parents and children. 

On April 27, Potee gave a compassionate and riveting 
presentation sponsored by St. Gabriel's Episcopal Church 
and the Healthy Tri-Town Coalition, a presentation that 
filled ORRHS with people from every walk of life and every 
age group. Why? Because, according to Plymouth County 
District Attorney Tim Cruz, "Opiate addiction has no zip 
code." 

Before Potee launched into her insightful message, 

Cruz spoke to the audience, sharing his experiences and 
highlighting the importance of the work done by medical 
professionals such as Potee. 

"We have 548 deaths every year in the state," from drug 
overdoses, said Cruz. He stunned the audience when he said, 
"Plymouth County has the highest number of drug-related 
deaths of all counties." 
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Cruz said it was critical to put pushers in jail. 'They are 
out to hurt our kids for money/' 

And while his tough- talk was at times jarring, beneath 
it one heard a dedicated officer of the court pleading for the 
safety of our youth. 

He talked about programs designed to collect data that is 
vital to agencies dealing with addiction and the importance 
of continuity of care for the victims. 

Potee's presentation started with a brief overview of how 
the brain develops, especially between the ages of 12 and 24. 
Receptors in the brain cannot distinguish between naturally 
produced dopamine and stimulants that are introduced into 
the body such as THC, the chemical compound in marijuana 
that produces euphoria. 

Once the young brain begins to experience repeated 
spikes of externally induced "feel good" sensations from 
drugs or alcohol, the brain no longer can produce dopamine, 
the naturally produced equivalent. Potee explained, "The 
brain becomes broken. ... It's trying to feel normal again by 
demanding more." 

Potee, while touching on opiates, heroin, and cigarette 
addictions, drove home the point that marijuana and alcohol 
were equally, if not more dangerous, to the majority of young 
people. 

Diving into why kids become addicts, Potee said that 
trauma and poor mental health could be factors, but pointed 
to DNA, familial pre-disposition to addictive behaviors as a 
bigger problem. 

Potee said it was imperative that conversations take

place at home. Families with addictive behaviors are 
especially prone to passing down those same behaviors 
to their children. "Genetics accounts for fifty percent of all 
addictive behaviors in children," she cautioned. "Your kids 
need to know that." 

Placing a high premium on the importance of frank, 
open dialog with children about parental drug and alcohol 
use, Potee said, "By avoiding early use, if you make it to 
age twenty-four, you probably won't get addicted." She 
explained that once the brain has had the opportunity to 
fully develop, the likelihood of addiction drops dramatically. 

Over her years as a family medical doctor, Potee has 
become an expert in the field of addiction. Her commonsense 
approach to talking to teenagers about addiction, along with 
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her message of hope for those struggling with addiction, has 
been heard by thousands through personal appearances as 
well as globally via the Internet. 

And with teenage children of her own, Potee fully 
appreciates how difficult it can be to have meaningful 
conversations, but urged parents to try and "delay use as 
long as possible and talk about it." 

St. Gabriel's Episcopal Church, along with the 
Healthy Tri-Town Coalition, has developed a four-part 
community awareness series. The series encompasses deeper 
understanding through community meetings and education, 
a pledge to accept addiction as a disease thus removing the 
morality stigma placed on addicts, protecting senior citizens 
whose medications may be stolen and misused, and finally, 
demanding more from schools to educate young people.

'Financial Assessment/ Not 'Forensic Audit' 

Tri-Town Board of Selectmen

It was proposed as a "forensic audit" of past ORR 
School District spending, but during the Tri-Town Board 
of Selectmen meeting on April 27, Mattapoisett Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne said it would be more 
helpful to seek a financial assessment of current and future 
school spending, especially relative to OPEB (other post- 
employment benefits), how the budget could benefit (or not) 
from School Choice, and a review of the assessment formula 
for town school budget contribution. 

"A 'forensic audit' will not be of value with the fiscal 
issues the school and the towns face in providing an 
appropriately funded and managed education for their 
students," Gagne said, passing out a written statement on 
the topic. How will the future of an evolving educational 
curriculum affect cost? Will School Choice harm the school 
district with enrollment increases? How will the three towns 
ever cover the cost of an impending $21 million in OPEB 
funding? These are all questions that Gagne hopes will be 
addressed with the help of a professional school finance 
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analyst. 

"OPEB. Some say that this is the 'fave' subject that Mike 
Gagne likes to talk about/' Gagne said. "It's probably the 
thing that gives me the most angst and the feeling that we 
need to do something and we need to do something now." 
Yet, he added, OPEB is one complicated matter that needs 
to be addressed right now. And for $5,000 per town, Gagne 
said, "I can't say with any greater strength that I support 
it..." 

But as expressed during their last regular meeting, the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen, the town administrator, and 
the Rochester Finance Committee were not as fast to hop 
aboard as Mattapoisett and Marion were when it came to 
contributing $5,000 via a Town Meeting article. 
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Custom 
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Products, Inc. 
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Providing “Stress Free and Painless” 
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Rochester Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
questioned the actual cost of an in-depth financial 
assessment, saying she did not believe that a cumulative 
$15,000 from the three towns would provide enough to fund 
the entire assessment. According to the experts she consulted 
with, Szyndlar stated, "Fifteen-thousand [dollars] isn't going 
to get us that far. And that is a concern." She asked what the 
true cost of this would be, insinuating that it could be more 
like $60,000 or more. 

Rochester Board of Selectmen Chairman Brad Morse 
supported Szyndlar 's point. "Throwing out a number was 
our question," said Morse. "We do agree that we need to sit 
down and figure this out, but we are just questioning what 
we are getting." 

New Rochester Selectman Greenwood Hartley said 
Gagne's proposal lacked specificity in the scope and plan of 
the proposed analysis, and he wondered how much of what 
Gagne wanted to analyze was actually School Committee 
jurisdiction. Gagne, however, reviewed the priorities he 
articulated in his proposal and asked, "What's not specific 
about it?" 

Hartley said he certainly was not going to take any 
action that night, suggesting each town's board of selectmen 
meet with their respective town's members of the ORR 
School Committee. 

Marion Selectman Steve Gonsalves said he thinks the 
towns have to do something. "Doing nothing is no longer 
an option," said Gonsalves. The $15,000 assessment pales in 
comparison to the $10 million OPEB liability. "I feel we are 
beyond doing nothing." 

But even if Rochester refrains from contributing 
$5,000, and although $15,000 or even $10,000 might not 
cover the cost of a comprehensive analysis, Marion Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson thinks they could prioritize the 
categories for analysis and start somewhere. 

"It gets the dialog to begin, and I think more than 
anything that's what needs to happen," Dawson said. Yet, 
Dawson added that the towns shouldn't be responsible 
for figuring out how to cover the school district's OPEB 
liabilities in the future; however, the towns could help set up 
policy based on identifying what the main fiscal issues are 
the costs. 

Hartley liked what he heard. "That is an excellent

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summary of what we need to do/' he said. Those are the 
points he could "one hundred percent support," he added. 

Mattapoisett Selectman Paul Silva views a financial 
assessment as a matter of urgency. 

"We have kicked the can down the road for all those 
years that I've been involved," said Silva. "One town makes 
excuses. ... We need to move forward . . . and if we don't, 
we'll be kicking the can down the road another year." 

Rochester Finance Committee member Peter Arminetti, a 
financial analyst, said that he does financial assessments such 
as the one proposed "all the time." He opposed a piecemeal 
assessment with only $10,000 of a possible $60,000 analysis. 

"You can't really engage a firm to do a piece of a project 
[like this]," said Arminetti. "It's inefficient and not cost 
effective. . .. You want to start it and finish it all at one time." 

No definitive resolution was reached on the matter 
before the selectmen moved to the next item on the agenda, 
a short presentation from T.U.R.F. about the nonprofit's 
proposed $5 million athletic field renovation at ORR. In 
addition to projected revenue from tournament rental, each 
town would be asked to fund the project at $1.67 million. 
After the presentation selectmen made no comment and 
asked no questions. 

Although it was unclear as to who requested that 
ORCTV be included on the agenda, and selectmen did not 
appear interested in discussing the topic, a heated exchange 
ensued between those representing ORCTV and a resident, 
as well as the ORR video technology teacher affected by 
ORCTV' s discontinuance of an annual $74,000 grant to fund 
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the video teaching position. 

As ORCTV Board of Directors member Chris Charyk 
stated, the grant was never intended to be an annual grant, 
but somehow, as Board of Director members came and went, 
the $74,000 because a recurring line item in the ORCTV 
budget. 

Ken Souza, the president of the Board of Directors at 
the time the education grant was established, reiterated the 
history. 

"It was never an intended regular line item to be 
occurring every year in our budget," Souza said. "It was just a 
one-time only disbursement." 

Charyk said, last year, after analyses of the ORR video 
education program, "What came clear to me was that this did 
not appear to be a sound investment." 

ORCTV' s mission is to provide the best possible 
programming for students, said Charyk. "It wasn't 
happening." He continued, "It was abundantly clear to 
the board unanimously that this was not a viable way of 
continuing." 

Instead, the board chose to provide its own quality 
educational programming to the students through video clubs 
and internships through the School to Work program at ORR. 

Resident Debbie Roberts-Cordeiro took issue with 
comments made by ORCTV representatives, and engaged in 
a back and forth with ORCTV programming Director Robert 
Chiarito over the quality of the ORR video education classes 
and the quality of the new ORCTV educational set-up. 

Debra Stinson, the school districts' video coordinator

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whose position was previously funded by ORCTV' s grant, 
also joined the heated discussion, accompanied by Mary O' 
Keefe who claimed she once worked for Comcast, but stated 
that she was not present on behalf of Comcast. 

O' Keefe argued that the boards of selectmen were 
the authorities that could direct the funds collected by 
cable companies through a franchise tax paid for by cable 
subscribers. She said the board of selectmen did not have to 
allocate all of the funds to ORCTV. "[The agreement] doesn't 
say they can't direct funds directly to school district to 
continue programming that they have done all along." 

Mattapoisett Selectman Paul Silva requested ORCTV 
provide the boards of selectmen with a comprehensive plan 
on what exactly ORCTV has done and would be doing in 
the future before conducting negotiations with ORCTV in 
the coming months. Silva gave a deadline for the report for 
November 1, which was voted on and approved by the other 
selectmen. Rochester Selectman Naida Parker abstained from 
the vote because she is a Rochester member on the ORCTV 
Board of Directors.

No School Choice at RMS

During the public hearing of the Rochester School 
Committee on April 27, the committee voted to abstain from 
adding any additional School Choice slots at Rochester 
Memorial School for the next school year. 

"The staff feels that, due to our current staffing and our 
resources, the school is not in a position to participate in 
School Choice at this time," said Assistant Superintendent 
Dr. Elise Frangos. 

There was no further discussion, and the vote to opt 
out of School Choice for the 2017/2018 school year was 
unanimous. 

Also during the meeting, RMS Principal Derek Medeiros 
said the school would employ a new transition strategy for 
incoming kindergarten students next year. 

Staff have coordinated a pilot program for kindergarten 
placement by having registered students visit the school for 
the Monday and Tuesday before school starts for the kids 
in order to spend some one-on-one time with teachers for 
assessment to ensure that students are placed appropriately 
according to their needs. 

The goal, Medeiros said, is to expose the new 
kindergartners to "the best possible environment to 
succeed." 

Utilizing the first two days, Medeiros said, kindergarten 
kids can come in and explore the kindergarten wing while 
teachers can get to know the students better before finalizing 
the classroom configurations. 

"That'll give us a better idea of making sure that we're 
putting kiddos in the right groupings . . . and the right 
environment to succeed," Medeiros reiterated. 

Sippican School enacted a similar strategy last year with 
success, Frangos said. 

The annual kindergarten BBQ for students and parents 
would follow on Wednesday.

Bay Club Final Build-Out Planning 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

It's been nearly two decades in the making, but with 
a healthy real estate market for high-end residences 
regaining momentum, the prime movers - that is, sellers and 
developers at The Bay Club properties - are looking at final 
plans. 

The massive subdivision has seen its fair share of fits and 
starts since it first broke ground. As the changing landscape 
of residential construction has soared and plummeted, 
original permitting at the subdivision has had to be reviewed 
and refreshed. 

On May 1, David Mclntire accompanied by Walter 
Mirrione, an attorney from Northland Residential 
Corporation, was back before the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board to discuss one piece of the landmark jigsaw puzzle - 
bonds. 
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As Mclntire is preparing to sell off a neighborhood 
of house lots known as Shagbark Circle to Northland 
Residential Corporation, there has been some document 
housekeeping to clean up. 

In previous meetings, it was issues related to 
infrastructure build-out and lot conveyances. On this night, it 
was the price of the surety bond. 

Mclntire along with his partners had secured cost 
estimates for infrastructure in the Shagbark neighborhood, 
currently land that has been prepared by clearing trees and 
plowing up dirt, but little else. Mirrione noted that cost 
estimates ranged between $850,000 and $950,000, helping to 
set the price for a bond agreement between the developer 
and the town. 

However, the town's consultant Ken Motta of Field 
Engineering produced an estimate closer to $1.5 million, 
surprising the Mclntire team. 

Mirrione and Mclntire asked for time to re-evaluate 
the cost estimates and to return to the Planning Board 
with a figure they hoped would be agreeable to all parties 
concerned. Mirrione said, "We need to work the number 
down." 

Also coming before the board in matters related to The 
Bay Club and its many neighborhoods was David Andrews, 
Bay Club Real Estate Trust and Community Association 
director. 

Andrews presented the Planning Board with a map 
color coded to help indicate the status of all parcels and lots 
within the subdivision, including the status of roadways. 
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He said that while the roadways inside The Bay Club et al. 
are private, they were and will be constructed to the town's 
specifications. 

Speaking on behalf of the homeowners' associations, 
Andrews said that roadway topcoats had not been applied 
due to potential sewer excavations by the town, saying, 
"There's no point in putting a final topcoat if it's going to be 
ripped up." 

On this matter of roadways conditions, Andrews said 
Field Engineering would complete a study, as private roads 
would soon be conveyed to the homeowners' association. 

Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain said members 
of the board were invited to visit the site, and all agreed that 
would be beneficial. Plans to visit were discussed and will 
take place prior to the May 15 meeting. 

Also on May 15 agenda, Crain said she had invited 
Northland, Mclntire, Ted Goudy of Aerie Homes, the 
developer of the Fieldstone neighborhood, and Andrews 
to discuss final build-out expectations and plans with the 
Planning Board. 

The conversation was continued until that time. 

Also coming before the board was Bob Field of Field 
Engineering, representing Polly Phipps, 96 Mattapoisett 
Neck Road. Phipps sought and received approval for a Form 
A Approval Not Required that will allow her to rearrange lot 
lines and convey a 3.6-acre parcel to her daughter. 

Confusion is ongoing, according to Gail Carlson, 
Planning Board member and resident of Brandt Point Village, 
regarding who is holding capital funds. Carlson said that 
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"somewhere" there is $7,200 being held in escrow, but no 
one seemed to know in what account or under whose name. 
"With each conveyance, $1,200 goes into it," she said. Crain 
said she would look into the matter. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board is 
scheduled for May 15 at 7:00 pm in the Mattapoisett Town 
Hall conference room.

fresh water supply. She said a response from the Natural 
Heritage & Endangered Species Program was also pending. 
And finally, Farinon said they are also waiting for updated 
wetlands maps to confirm those areas. 

Charon confirmed that a turtle sweep was in order and 
that Natural Heritage does allow construction within turtle 
habitats, with conditions. 

Hedges asked if the site plan couldn't be sufficient for 
the commission to vote on the filing, but Charon said that a 
two-week continuation would give them a change to tie up 
loose ends. 

The hearing was continued until May 16. 

Also continued until May 16 at the request of the 
applicant was the previously continued Abbreviated Notice 
of Resource Area Delineation filed by Steve Long of Borrego 
Solar System, for 453 Rounseville Road, the proposed site for 
a solar farm. 

Under new business, the commissioners discussed 
plans by the Town of Marion to construct two test wells near 
Mary's Pond, ongoing work for the rehabilitation of wells 
in this area that also affects the Towns of Fairhaven and 
Mattapoisett. 

Farinon suggested that the Town of Marion Water 
Department file a Notice of Intent, thus giving the Rochester 
ConCom greater control over water discharged during the 
48-hour testing period. The commissioners concurred.

Tabor Dormitory Receives Waivers

During Marion Planning Board Chairman Robert Lane's 
final regular meeting as a member, he concluded the pre- 
submission informal hearing for the proposed additional 
Tabor Academy dormitory with a unanimous vote to 
approve two waivers for the Spring Street project. 

Lane's concerns expressed at the previous meeting 
regarding the continuity with new board members were 
allayed by town counsel prior to the meeting. 

Lane had questioned whether it was prudent with 
impending town elections to vote on new business with the 
board in transition. After consulting with town counsel, he 
assured the board and the public that it was not an issue. 

Tabor Academy, represented at the meeting by Susan 
Nilson of CLE Engineering, is proposing a new dormitory to 
be built on Spring Street. It will house up to 24 students and 
four house parents. 

The issue before the board on May 1 was the Form 4B 
requests of two waivers for the traffic study and for the 
environmental review of the site. 

Board member Eileen Marum listed a number of 
questions she had regarding the project relating to traffic, 
parking, fire department access, and pedestrian safety. 
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Marum' s concerns. Lane suggested, would be more 
appropriately addressed during the actual Site Plan approval 
process rather than the preliminary informal discussion. 

Nilson agreed, stating, "I appreciate your concerns, and 
we have had preliminary discussions with the fire chief. My 
understanding of the purpose of the traffic study is for the 
impact of traffic on the street." She continued, "The [traffic] 
waiver is appropriate since we are only adding students to 
Spring Street, and minimal cars since they cannot have cars 
on campus." 

As for the environmental waiver, again Marum had 
concerns regarding the impact of hurricanes on the site and 
stormwater runoff. Nilson replied, "We reviewed the FEMA 
maps, and the site is out of the one hundred-year flood zone; 
it's in Zone X. Stormwater will be addressed in the Site Plan 
approval process." She added that, as far as she knows, the 
site has not had any industrial use, so should not require a 
Phase 1 site assessment. 

Board member Steve Kokkins asked if there is any reason 
to think they would uncover any hazardous waste issues, 
to which Nilson replied, "Not that we know of; however, of 
course, if something is uncovered, it doesn't mean we won't 
address it." 

The board concluded its discussion with a unanimous 
approval of Form 4B including the environmental and traffic 
waivers. Additionally, an escrow account will be set up with 
the starting amount of $3,000 to cover the hiring of G.A.F. 
Engineering to work with the Planning Board during the Site 
Plan Review process. 

Marum will be the designated project coordinator and 
liaison between the board, the engineer, and the applicant. 

In other business. Lane reported that the selectmen voted 
to approve the remote meeting process permanently for all 
departments. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, town resident Ted 
North addressed the board to thank outgoing board 
members Lane and Michael Popitz for their service. He 
spoke eloquently as he enumerated their contributions to the 
town, saying, "With your great leadership and intellect, you 
set the bar high for the caliber of volunteers Marion needs to 
recruit." He also thanked Terri Santos for diligently working 
with and supporting five different chairmen. This began a 
series of laudatory comments from the board members, to 
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which both Lane and Popitz expressed gratitude. 

Lane was congratulated on his congeniality and 
professionalism guiding the board through difficult 
discussions and especially through the long and arduous task 
of the development of the Town Master Plan. Lane thanked 
the board for all of their support for him as chairman, and he 
thanked Santos for her efficiency and hard work. 

Popitz was thanked in particular for adding the human 
element to many of the board's discussions. Popitz conveyed 
his appreciation for the opportunity to serve on the board, 
saying, "It's been a great experience, and a job I took to 
heart."

On April 26, the Marion Conservation Commission 
determined that an Order of Conditions for John and 
Cynthia Paliotta of 119 Converse Road had expired and was 
no longer valid. 

Conservation Commission member Norm Hills pointed 
out that no work had been performed during the three years 
window since the original Order of Conditions was issued to 
the prior owner of the property. A Certificate of Compliance 
requested could not be issued. 

The Paliottas also applied for a Request for 
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Determination of Applicability to construct a single-family 
house at the property. The commission issued a Negative 1 
determination, meaning that all work performed would be 
outside the 100-foot buffer zone and the area is not subject to 
protection under the Wetlands Protection Act. 

In other matters, the commission continued the public 
hearing for a Notice of Intent filed by Barrett and Virginia 
Levenson of Cross Neck Road to build a single-family house, 
barn, and boat house. 

Engineer Brandon Faneuf said the proposed driveway 
would traverse an intermittent stream, with two 12-inch 
culverts beneath the drive. A percolation test for a septic 
system could not be performed before the meeting because 
the ground was too saturated by recent rains. 

The land was also designated as possibly being inhabited 
by endangered species, so an application was filed with the 
Natural Heritage & Endangered Species Program, pending 
review. 

The hearing was continued until May 10. 

The commission will also issue letters of concern to 
property owners of 11 Holly Road and 5 Joanne Drive.

Chinese Exchange Students Welcomed at ORR

For the past two weeks. Old Rochester Regional High 
School and the Tri-Town at large have welcomed a group of 
Chinese students in what is hopefully the first of many years 
of mutual exchange trips. 

Seventeen students from School Number Six in 
Guangzhou, China, arrived on April 24 to immerse 
themselves in the American life by living with host families 
in the community and participating in classes at the high 
school with designated "school buddies." 

The students came to the United States from their 
international school in China through a program run by 
BostonWise, a company dedicated to "creating cross-cultural 
connections through educational experiences" between the 
two countries. While the exchange program has already run 
successfully at Wareham High and other Massachusetts high 
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schools, the opportunity to expand students' worldviews has 
finally come to ORR. 

The Chinese students were officially welcomed to 
ORRHS during a weekly meeting of the American Field 
Service club, which seeks to build upon local students' global 
identity through similar events; for instance, a group of AFS 
members participated in an exchange this year with students 
from Pomona, California. The classroom was packed as both 
groups gathered for introductions and an abundance of 
sugary snacks in the relaxed setting. 

This gathering took place on their second day at ORR, so 
the Chinese students had already attended a day's worth of 
classes alongside their volunteer student guides. 

Sophomore student Claire Noble-Shriver is one of these 
school buddies. "It's been nice learning about Chinese 
culture and seeing [the exchange students] in classes," 
Noble-Shriver said of the experience. 

High school students will not be the only ones to 
experience this diversity of cultures, as the exchange 
students will also act as guest speakers at the junior high to 
share about their life in China. 

Ben, who is Noble-Shriver 's Chinese school buddy, 
spoke on some of these lifestyle differences. "The [size] of 
classes here is smaller than in China, and class is more free; 
we can choose to do a lot more things. The teachers are really 
nice," he added. 

"Math is good," commented Roger, another exchangee. 
"Spanish language class is a bit harder."

"The school buddies are nice," his friend Sam said, 
adding that "all the classes are in English here, which is 
hard," since they are taught in Mandarin at their school in 
Guangzhou. 

Their classmate Leon elaborated on these thoughts. 
"[School] is very different from China. Every day we sit 
down and listen; I feel like here there is a lot more freedom in 
class and it is more relaxed. In America you can be yourself, 
but in China we have to be a good student and study, study, 
study. There's a lot more pressure in China. The weather here 
is great, too," he said with a laugh.

To the Editor: 

Our small town is under attack - again. Article 36 
proposes to remove land zoned Commercial and Limited 
Industrial in order to add land to the Multi-family 
classification. 


Strike one: We have seen this proposal before - many 
times. The proposal to add high-density housing at this 
location has been defeated at Town Meeting twice and a third 
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time was pulled by the Planning Board. The last trip to Town 
Meeting garnered less than 50% of the vote (66% is required 
for passage). To bring this proposal back displays a lack of 
respect for Town Meeting. 

Strike two: We will lose a prime spot for commercial 
purposes. The site is highly suited for commercial use as 
it has what commercial sites need - traffic. This proposal 
prohibits commercial use in this prime location. 

Strike three: This is high-density housing. Residence E is 
specifically intended for 'Tow-density multifamily housing 
to facilitate affordable housing..." Compare the 100 unit 40B 
project on the adjacent 33 acres with the 38 possible units on 
the just over 3 acres in the proposed district. If the 40B project 
matched this density, it would have 390 units! This is the

Join the Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) on Sunday May 
7 at 1:00 pm for a guided walk to the former granite quarry 
that was an important part of the Town's history and early 
industry Owned primarily by the Hammond family, the 
quarry operated from the early 1700s until the early 1900s 
and produced the pink granite for which Mattapoisett was 
well known in early times. The quarry site includes one 
remaining granite outcrop and two abandoned pits: the 
larger and dry East Pit and the smaller West Pit that holds 
water. In addition, there are large amounts of worked granite 
rubble as well as some abandoned quarry equipment in and 
around the pits. 

MLT is working with the Buzzards Bay Coalition to 
preserve 53 acres surrounding the quarry site. Over 150 town 
residents have visited the site to date, and Town Meeting on 
May 8 will consider a small grant of community preservation 
funds to support this acquisition. Come join us and see this 
special place! 

The walk will depart across the road from 7 and 9 
Mattapoisett Neck Road, just south of Route 6. Please park 
on the west side of Mattapoisett Neck Road. The trail is 
gentle, but wear sturdy shoes and dress for the weather.

Split . Starring James McAvoy and Anya Taylor-Joy. 
Directed by M. Night Shyamalan. Running time: 117 
minutes. MPA A rating: PG-13. Now on home video. 

The most intriguing thing about M. Night 
Shyamalan' s comeback thriller Split is something I can't 
reveal — or maybe I can, since Shyamalan has recently 
told the press that there will be a Split sequel that also 
follows up Shyamalan's 2000 cult favorite Unbreakable. 
What I'd like to say, first and foremost, is that the usual 
literal-minded sorts have gone after Split for demonizing 
a character who lives with dissociative identity disorder 
— what used to be called "split personality." But, given 
what we find out, it seems possible that the afflicted 
protagonist, Kevin Wendell Crumb (James McAvoy), is 
no more a typical D.I.D. sufferer than Buffalo Bill in The 
Silence of the Lambs was transgender. Something more 
supernatural — dare I say superpowered? — seems to be 
going on here. 

An enormous success at age 29 with his breakout 
hit The Sixth Sense before his hubris and some bad choices 
locked him in movie jail for a few years, Shyamalan 
has been working modestly and steadily back towards 
credibility. Split shows — as did his least-loved movies, 
really — that Shyamalan's problem was never directing. 
He brings with him a highly welcome sense of gravitas 
and quietude, and every frame feels suffused with dread. 
Some find Shyamalan's style tiresome, but I've always 
valued it as a corrective to the hyperbolic flailing of other 
directors of his generation. 

Kevin, under his bespectacled and buttoned- 
down identity Dennis, kidnaps three teenage girls, 
including the movie's heroine Casey (Anya Taylor-Joy). 
They are meant, we gather, as sacrifices for Kevin's as-yet- 
unseen 24th identity. The Beast, who disregards regular 
physical limitations. When you meet The Beast you might 
see what I mean about superpowers; if Unbreakable was 
the origin story of a hero. Split functions the same way 
for a supervillain. Back in 2000, 1 razzed Unbreakable a 
bit for its (to me) anticlimactic ending, but now I feel 
that assessments of both it and Split will be incomplete 
without seeing the end of the trilogy (to be called Glass). 
Usually I insist that a movie should be judged on its own 



merits, but in this case there seems to be a long game at 
hand, and why not wait to see where Shyamalan plans to 
take this story? 

The underpopulated movie runs for a long time 
on the virtuoso instability of McAvoy in the several 
identities he gets to try on, and the contrasting survivor's 
intelligence of Taylor-Joy, whose Casey, like Kevin, is the 
product of abuse. Every so often, Kevin — in the person 
of the most socially competent of the identities, Barry — 
goes to visit his therapist (Betty Buckley), whose study 
of Kevin aims to prove that the brain is capable of more 
power than we can imagine, to the extent of controlling 
the potential of the body to heal or to perform feats of 
strength. Is Shyamalan saying that everyone with D.I.D. is 
a budding mutant psychopath? No, just Kevin, although 
there's talk of others with similar talents. (Maybe Kevin 
has a more benevolent counterpart out there, a Professor 
Xavier to his Magneto. The comparison is apt, since 
McAvoy' s largest claim to fame has been playing the 
young Xavier in the last several X-Men films.) 

Shyamalan spent a bit of his thirties high on his 
own reputation, and he was due for (and maybe earned) a 
humbling stumble; get called the next Spielberg at 29 and 
see how you act. But how much longer are we going to 
hold his younger self's ego against him? I think he's eaten 
enough dirt. Split is a tight thriller with Shyamalan's usual 
mastery of mood, and with a dream role for any actor 
that McAvoy somehow — mostly — resists ramping up 
into camp; he finds the humanity, cracked or otherwise, 
in each of Kevin's personae. Split not only makes me 
anticipate its follow-up but makes me want to revisit 
Unbreakable: If he doesn't blow it in the last inning, the 
trilogy of superhero movies unfolding in the gunmetal- 
gray mundanity of Philadelphia could be Shyamalan's 
true legacy, a quiet rebuttal to the bland vapors of the 
Marvel films and, Kal-El knows, the ridiculous nii-metal 
pomp of the DC films.

I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok , but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it. What do I do? 

Leave it there! Coming into the summer months, 
baby birds fall out of or outgrow the nest before 
they can even fly. It is not true that the mother 
can smell the scent of a human and will not take 
it back. Birds have a relatively poor sense of 
smell and will not be able to tell if the baby has 
been handled. 

If the bird is starting to fly the mother will be 
around to feed the baby This is normal. The 
biggest threat is cats, so keep yours indoors until 
the bird is gone.
